This is in reply to the Primary Examiner's position that the Appeal Brief filed 
November 25 f 2003 is not acceptable based upon the objection to the amendment to the 
specification under 35 U.S.C §132 and objection to claim 25 being petitionable rather than being 
appealable, 

The Appeal Brief filed on November 25, 2003 is proper since the objection to the 
specification under 35 U.S.C. §132 and the objection to claim 25 as containing new matter in the 
recitation "recesses located in at least one major surface of the semiconductor substrate" actually 
involve denial of claims 25 and 31-32 because of asserted material deficiency in the disclosure 
and are related to the merits of the patentability of these claims. 

Accordingly, the above objections to the specification and to claims 25, 31 and 32 are 
appealable. See MPEP 120L 

Nevertheless, in an abundance of caution, Applicants have also filed a Petition to the 
Commissioner. 
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Conclusion 

In view of the above and the Appeal Brief, it is abundantly clear that the Primary 
Examiner erred in finally rejecting claims 25-32. It is therefore respectfully requested that the 
Board reverse the Examiner and allow claims 25-32.
